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Abstract: Faunistic records of Depressariidae (Lepidoptera, Gelechioidea) from Turkey - a result of 
studies for „Microlepidoptera of Europe: Depressariinae“. Cesa News 134: 1-34. 

Faunistic records of 63 species of Depressariidae are presented. Totally 33 of them are new for the 
fauna of Turkey. Besides, numerous provincial new records are mentioned. Additionally, collecting 
information, including all label data are given to each species. Moths of each, and genitalia of 50 
species are illustrated. To some species comments on determination and/or distribution are also 
added. 

Keywords: Lepidoptera, Depressariidae, Depressariinae, Agonopterix, Depressaria, Exaeretia, 
fauna, Turkey. 


Introduction 

Depressariidae as a family initially included the genera Semioscopis, Luquetia, Levipalpus, 
Exaeretia, Agonopterix and Depressaria (Depressariidae Meyrick, 1883). According to van 
Nieukerken et al. (2011) it became a subfamily of the Elachistidae, before being reduced to a tribe 
(Depressariini, subfamily Depressariinae, Elachistidae). Heikkila et al. (2014) again separate 
Depressariinae from Elachistidae and propose a wider concept of Depressariidae. Here this view is 
followed. 

Author’s work on Depressariidae started 2010 as a co-author of “Microlepidoptera of 
Europe [ME]: Depressariidae”. Specimens of many collections had been checked, here only listed if 
specimens of Turkey are found within: NHMV (Natural History Museum Vienna, Austria), TLMF 
(Tiroler Landesmuseum Ferdinandeum, Innsbruck, Austria), ZSM (Zoologische Staatsammlung 
Munchen, Germany) ZMUC (Zoological Museum, University of Copenhagen, Denmark), MHNG 
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(Museum d’histoire naturelle de la Ville de Geneve, Switzerland), the private collections of Knud 
Larsen (Denmark), Gunther Baisch (Germany), Cs. Szaboky (Hungary), Jari Junnilainen and Kari 
Nupponen (Finland). 

To study species, which are found only very rare in Europe, because they have the focus of 
their distribution area outside of Europe, also a lot of material from Asia had been checked. This 
examination resulted in records of 63 species of Depressariinae (genera Agonopterix, Depressaria 
and Exaeretia ) from Turkey, which are presented here. 

All species of Depressariidae are listed, whether they are frequent or rare, in an alphabetic 
order. All specimens studied by the author have an individual number, which starts with „DEEUR“ 
(„Depressariidae of Europe"). This number had been added both to the faunistic records (after the 
collecting date) and to the photos (as an insert). All determinations, slides and photos made by the 
author, if not specified. Records without DEEUR-number had not been checked by the author, if 
not mentioned separately. 

New faunistical records for Turkey are marked with (Kocjak & Kemal, 2009).

Genitalia not clearly different from those of Agonopterix conterminella, better determinable 
externally by yellow thorax and more bright redish brown ground colour of forewings. Biology may 
also help: A. liturosa lives on Hypericum, A. conterminella on Salix. In cases of doubt, DNA 
examination can clarify the determination.
